The boy's eyes were misting with tears. Every 
passing moment meant that more millons of gal- 
lons of water were pouring through the breach 
in the Indian Grave levee and filling the valley 
in which the Burke farm was located with dirty* 
muddy water.

ThanK God that you learned 
how to swim and how to handle boats* Never 
again will I scoid you for going out on the river!''
